WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Congress to- 
day appropriated $800,000 for the relief of 
the earthquake sufferers in Southern 
Italy. This is the largest amount ever 


given by one government to aid the 
citizens of another. 

Of this amount - $300,000 has already 
been’ sent in foods and medicines “€ar- 
ried by the supply ship Celtic from 
New York last week. The remaining 
$500,000 becomes immediately available 
for use and the supply ship Culgoa has 
left the fleet at Port Said loaded with 
supplies for Messina. 

The appropriation passed both houses 
immediately after the President’s spe- 
cia] message urging it was read at noon. 


In addition to this financial aid, the 


President will send all or some of the 
16 battleships’ of the Atlantic fleet if 
the Italian Government wishes such 
help. The President is now awaiting 
Italy’s. decision. 

The Congressional Resolution. : 
The pate, aseaeg adopted by Congress is 

as’ follows: 

That to enable the President of 
the United Statés to procure and 
distribute among the suffering and 
destitute people of Italy such pro- 
visions, clothing, medicines and oth- 
er. nécessary articles and to take 
such o6ther steps as he may deem. ad- 
visable for the purpose of rescuing 
and succoring the people who are in 
peril and threatened with starvation, 
a sum of $800,000 is hereby appropri- 
ated out of any moneys in the Treas- 
ury not otherwise appropriated. 

In the execution. of this act, the 
President is required to ask and ob- 
tain the approval of the Italian Gov- 
ernment and is hereby. authorized 
to employ any véssels of the United 
States Navy and to charter and em- 
ploy any other suitable a. or 

’ vessels. 

Passing the ricolutions required but 
little time and the reading of the Presi- 
dent’s message cn the Secret Service 
followed.

MORE SHOCKS PREDICTED 
BY OBSERVER ‘AT VESUVIUS 


MESSINA, Jan. 4.—Frank Perret of 
Brooklyn, assistant to Pro. Matteucci, 
director of the Royal Observatory on 
Mount Vesuvius, speaking of the disas- 
ter here and in Calabria, says that other 
shocks are inevitable, as there is a 
flaw in the earth’s crust where the slip 
occurred.. He predicts heavier shocks 
for Monday, and declares that some- 


thing ,possibly very serious, may hap- 


pen Jan. 7:and 8, when the relative’ po- 
sitions ‘of the sun and moon will pro- 
duce the greateat strain. 

Earthquake experts who are here to 
study the phenomenon today, agree that 
the earthquake was the resuit of a fault 
in the geological formation under Mes- 
sina, which constituted a line of contact 
in the volcanic action between Mount 
Etna and Mount Voudttas and that a 
slip occurred similar to the one which 
Setached Sicily from the mainland. 

That a subsidence occurred at some 
points, and that there was a rising of 
the earth’s surface at others is proved 
by soundings’ which show the channel of 
the harbor deeper at some places and 
shallower at others. The British battle- 
ship Exmouth, at a distance of half a 
mile south’ of Reggio, found 58 fathoms 
of water where sive there were 243. 


AMERICAN FLEET V WILL BE 
“"T00 LATE TO AID ITALIANS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4—The Prime 
Minister of Italy believes that the 
American fleet of battleships will ar- 
rive too late for assistance at the scene 
of disaster, according to a cablegram 
received by the Secretary of State from 
Ambassador Griscom today. 

This suggestion will be followed up by 
a conference to’ determine what dispo- 
sition is to be made of the fleet, as 
from the béginning ft has not been re- 
garded as advisable to have the vessels 
touch at Italian ports at all, except for 
the purpose of rendering aid to the 
earthquake sufferers. Preparations had 
been made at the ports to be visited by 
the fleet ‘for the reception of Americans, 
but under the present circumstances the 
visit will be regarded as {ll-timed. 

Ambassador Griscom also cables that 
the Prime Minister suggests _that the 
supply ship Celtic should go “direct to 
Naples, while the Culgoa would be ap- 
preciated at Messina.

service for other purposes than sup- 
pressing counterfeiting (and one or two 
other matters which can be disregarded), 
and that such language was now to be 
used as would effectually prevent all 
such ‘violation of law’ hereafter. 


The President disagreed as to the 
violation. He contended that there was 
no restriction on the use of. Secret 
Service men by various departments. 


It was in discussing the legality ques- 
tion, he said, that Mr. Tawney told an 
untruth. 


: ‘Mr.. Tawmey, in the debate,” he 
said, “stated that he had in his pos- 
session a letter from the Sacretary of 
the Treasury received a few days ago 
im which the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury ‘himself admits that the pro- 
visions under which the appropriation 
has been made have been violated 
year after year for a mumber of years 
in his own- department.’ 


“I append herewith the letter re- 


ferred to. It makes no such admis- 


sion as that which Mr, Tawney al- 
leges. 

“It contains on the contrary, as you 
will see by reading it, an emphatic pro- 
test against any such abridgment of the 
rights delegated to the Secretary of the 
Treasury by existing law,-arfd concludes 
by asserting that he is quite within his 
rights in thus employing the service of 
these agents and that the proposed 
modification’ which Mr. Tawney suc- 
ceeded’ in carrying through would be 
‘distinctly to the advantage of violators 
of criminal statutes of the United 
States.’ . 


Says Sherley Complained. 

“Mr. ‘Sherley stated (in the debate) 
that there had been ‘pronounced abuses 
growing. out of the use of the Secret

GO TO WORK ON THE FARM. 

In a letter addressed to a convention of the 
unemployed held at St. Louis, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wilson advises that men out of employ- 
ment leave the cities and take up farm work. 
We are informed that the eagmpetion was not 
well received. 

‘The problem of the unemployed ts aat\ to be 
settled by any considerations of surface expedi- 
ency. A man of common sense and no experience 
is inclined to think that idle men in the cities 
who do not troop out into the country and find 
employment which awaits them are foolish or 
vicious. But when at the very same time the 
sons and daughters of farmers make great sacri- 
fices to leave the farm and come to the city a 
suspicion is aroused that, for once, common sense 
does not go deep enough. 

The truth of the question is that it goes 
to the root of human nature and more emphat- 
ically than ever before does human nature, in this 
twentieth century, reveal itself as essentially 
social. Man is a social animal and is not satis- 
fied with any conditions which do not minister 
to his social as well as his individual need. 

Science is working out the problem in providing 
social facilities to the farmers and we may hope 
that it will be equally kind to the dwellers in 
cities who fail to obtain nourishment either for 
social or individual nature from e artificial 
conditions of urban existence. Untitlt the material 
scientific problem is worked out politicians, so- 
ciologists and philanthropists may give money 
and good counsel without stint. All they can 
do is to alleviate the distress for a moment. Their 
nostrums will never effect a cure.
